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As a result of deregulation, the US electric utility indus-
try is undergoing a dramatic transformation with far-
reaching technical and social consequences. At the
heart of this transformation lies Distributed
Generation (DG)—the substitution of centralized elec-
tricity production with smaller-scale technologies
located in or near facilities and powered by natural gas
or renewable resources. The Electric Power Research
Institute (EPRI) estimates that 20 percent of all new
power generation will use distributed, not centralized
technologies. This presentation will preview a book
edited by the speaker entitled Distributed Generation:
The Power Paradigm for the New Millennium. The presen-
tation will discuss the myriad of issues surrounding the
newest, most significant trend in power production
since the stream turbine, and give engineers and ener-
gy business developers an opportunity to explore and
gain a broad understanding of the new energy land-
scape.
